The Boycott as a Factor in Heligion. 


Telegraphic dispatches from the East con- 
vey the startling announcement that the 
American Board of Foreign Missions ia threat- 
ened by a boycott at the hands of the Congre- 
gationalist churches, and its members are 
even now quivering with the excitement of 
the crisis, It is almost certain that come of 
the churches in the denomination will exer- 
cise the right, which they unquestionably 
have; of refafing to contribute to the fund 
controlled by the board. Nobody knows how 
far the movement will go. The reason for 
this state of things, unique in church 
history, lles in the famous Andover contro- 
versy. As is well known, the dogmas which 
led to that ocntest have been agitating the 
Congregational body, and particolarly the 
Board of Foreign Misalons, for two or three 
years. The thtological point at issue is 
whether the seriptures justify bellef in pro- 
bation after death for those peoplé who 
never had an opportunity in thelr natoral 
lifetime to hear the gospel and the Christian 
scheme of salvation. The executive officers 
of the Board of Foreign Missions adopted a 
rather autocratic course in the matter, and 
declined to send out as missionaries repre- 
senting the general body any men, whether 
clergymen or Isymen,who believe in the pro- 
bation after death theory. In this way several 
competent and enthusiastic proselyters were 
prevented from going to forelgn fields, and 
a great outcry arose from. all quarters of the 
denomination “against the decision of the 
board. The matter came up at two general 
meetings of the denomination, one at 
Moines, Iowa, a year ago, and the other re- 
cently at Springfield, Mass. Those in the 
general body who had been trylog to, avert 
discord had ‘stayed off a decision on the 
matter until the meeting at Springfield. 
There it was necessary to come to a definite 
understanding, and by a fair working major- 
ity, the action of the missionary board was 
susta|ned. 

The delegatés to the general meeting went 

home and thought It over. The more the mi- 
nority thought the more they saw that they 
could not conselentiously support the board 
of foreign missions with their contribntions. 
They saw that if they continued to contrib- 
ute they gave a tacit acknowledgment of 
tbe correctness of its policy, an acknowl- 
edgment that would be more strong by 
reason of the dollats that would pour in 
from their hands to tho board than it they 
simply acknowledged it verbally. Accord- 
ingly, the preachers and the leaders of the 
church heré and there consulted with each 
other by correspondence as to what they 
shall do, and one or two of the more famous 
of them quietly advocated a withdrawal of 
contributions from the missionary board, 
although they. advocated at the same time 
the raising of funds for missionary purposes, 
and placing them In the hands of other 
agen or distribution. It was pointed 
out that this polley was all the more neces- 
gary By a rebuke to the literal spirit dis- 
played by the executive officers of the board 
for the reason the board's friends would be 
all the more strenuous In thelr exertions to 
raise a considerable fond for the coming 
year's work. In one or two churches in New 
England, when contributions were taken up 
for missionary purposes, blanks were left 
upon which the contributor could designate 
to what body he wished his money to go for 
distribution. It is now expected that the 
friends of thé board—or, in other words, the 
majority of the denomipation—will make a 
move of their own for a new organization of 
the Missionary Board. As the board is now 
constluted it is almost a close corporation. 
What là desired is to have a truly represen- 
tative body—one that shall not assume to 
dictate a creed to any member of the denom- 
inatlon, whether a m or a layman. 
and one that shall represent not only the 
strict Calvinistio sect, but the probationist a» 
well. 


The reorganization, when it is attempted, 


will be based solely upon the idea ot person- 
al liberty, and the one argument used for 
the change will be that the board must be 
made representative and not a close corpo- 
ration. Meantime, there are those among 
the liberals who eve gónsclentionslg in 
boycotting the. , and they may make 
things’ very interesting before the winter is 
over. E. .

Wade and Mr. Wright, manager of the West- 
ern Union telegraph lines at Cleveland, 
found by experiment that either could work 
it ur this way, but neither bellered Mr. Row- 
léy conselons of so manipulating tbe Instru- 
ment, thoogh they could not prove he was 
oot, and thus the matter was open to eriti- 
clam. 

Prior to the 25th ult, Mr. Wade had not 
experimented with Mr. Rowley for some 
months; on that date, moved thereto by a 
letter written to a mutual friend by the ed- 
itor of the JOURNAL, to the effect that if Mr. 
Wade would certify the Independent charac- 
ter of the telegraphic messages it would be 
published, he visited the medium and made 
farther careful tests—the reader will bear Iu 
mind that Mr. Wade ls a practical telegraph 
operator—which satisfied him beyond doubt 

t the medium was not an elongation of 
the lever, bat a generator or reservolr of a 
force utilized by spirits who worked the In- 
strument without contact on the part of the 
medium. He declined to make this state- 
ment for publication over his own name for 
tho very good reason that he could not spare 
time to answer the numerous letters sure to 
follow, and suggested that the editor of thy 
JOURNAL visit Cleveland and investigate the 
subject for himself. THis reasonable and 
timely suggestion was complied with, and 
the editor spent five days in that city 
giving the business His undivided attention, 
and reaching conclusions which he is ready 
to express. 

The editor is neither a telegraph operator 
nor an electrician, but no technical know- 
ledge of elther-telegraphy or electricity is 
necessary to determine the. validity of Mr. 
Rowley's lending claim, to wit; that the in- 
strament now works without human con- 
tact. It only requires the careful study of a 
well trained observer to establish this fact 
beyond all doubt. After satisfying himself, 
the editor found be was Incompetont,through 
a want of preliminary acquirements of a 
technical nature, to present the matter to 
the public In shape to attract the' attention 
of sclentille men; and further, that oven it 
possessed of the necessary qualifications the 
work required months of time, extended and 
varled experiments and the employment of 
experts in telegraphy.electricity and stenog- 
raphy. In this dilemma he was directed 
by Mr. Wade to a gentleman who for the 
past six months has been carrying forward 
on his own account exactly such a. series of 
experiments as was wanted and who had a 
report of every detall of his work. Having 
by extended and judicious Ingulry satisfied 
himbelf of the trath and veracity of this 1n- 
vestigator, ns well as of his competency for 
the work, the editor made an arrangement 
whereby he secured for the. JOURNAL a 
&erlés of *pápers covering the essential por-

who uses Rowley'e line gave abundant proof 
of bis ability, seldom making mistakes, and 
often astonishing by bia remarkable gifts. 
Business thrived at Sapp's office. In the course 
of time Sapp declined to longer employ Row- 
ley, the only reasons, as told as by Sapp 
himself, being one of wages, Sapp desiring 
to save the salary golng to Rowley, which 
he apparently regarded as a useless waste of 
money. From statements made by a num- 
ber of credible informants it appears that 
immediately after parting with Rowley, Dr 
Sapp uncovered an instrument, which to 
all appearances was a duplicate of Rowley's, 
and continued the business at the same old 
stand, He claimed to be able to read the 
Morse alphabet, and to obtain messages by 
the same method as did Rowley. To several 
callers he explained that one Annle Kerr, u 
young woman Who was once In hls employ 
and who passed to spirit life feeling she 
owed him a debt of gratitude, was the epirit 
telegraph operator and that tbe spirit doetor 
who dictated the messages was hls former 
partner, Dr. Willlams. A picture of this 
young woman hangs upon his office wall and 
he frequently calls the attention of visitors 
to it when telling. his story. This story 
seems to have been adhered to without al- 
teration for some little time, until he found, 
apparently, that it needed modification to 
meet exigences which he evidently had not 
contemplated. His revised and improved 
statement is that he does not claim that 
the telegraphing is by the Morse alphabet, 
nor by any code known to the public; but 


that by some occult process he Is able to 


read it. This was his story up to the ti 
we visited him;the chances are that It hi 
now been still farther revised, and will need 
yet more revision. , 
In a Cleveland daily paper of the 6th ult., 
there appgared a skillfally prepared article, 
well calculated to impress the general pnb- 
lic. With the light in which.we can now 
read that communication its esoteric sig- 
nificance seems plain, That the article was 
writtep for the purpose of assisting Dr. 
Sapp to hoodwink the public will be clear to 
apy person capable of collecting and ana- 
lyzing evidence. It also hedges against 
dangers which he evidently had begun to 
vaguely realize were imminent. But he had 
not yet fully awakened to the risk he was 
ronningin alleging that he used the Morse 
alphabet, or at least his literary helper had 
not. A careful study of the article affords 
evidence that Sapp had even then a slowly, 


-dawning conselousness of the Morse rock 


ahead, but was not able to, or dared not, 
fully explain tbis to the newspaper man, for 
the latter incorporates in his article the dis- 
tinet declaration, so often previously made 
by Sapp, that the Morse alphabet is used. 
Sapp took a trip to New York about Thanks- 
giving time, and exhibited his telegraphic 
outfiton Sunday, the 26th, before the aftar- 
noon meeting for spiritual manifestations, 
held under the auspices of the First Society 
of Spiritdallsts of that city, his engage- 
ment having been announced the week pre- 
vious ir our respected Boston contemporary. 
His success there was notof an overwhelm- 
ing character and hé returned home. 


Upon the 5th inst. we called upon Dr. Sapp, 
and requested to see him work and explain 
his instrument. He readily complied, but de- 
claret he did “not clalm it was as yet selen- 
tile.“ Just what idea be intended to con- 
vey was not clear to us and evidently was 
not to himself, He isa rather large, well 
formed, sinewy man, and as he seated him- 
self at the operating table and pressed his two 
broad palms upon the top of the box contaln- 
lug the key that works the electric Instrument, 
it was clear that if the machine could be 
made to move by hand power it would soon 
de jnmping to its task with more alaerity 
even than Standard 011 tes stamp on 
competitors. Cilek, click, click, promptly 
cama from the soun*er. Evidently the sup- 
posititious operator was on hand y 
under hand—and ready for work. Sapp tifon 
repeated the message which he claimed the 
French operator of Irish parentage was 
sending us from the Evergreen Shore. Evl- 
dently the means of communication’ in use 
between the doctor and the female operator 
at the other end of the line & doubly 
condensed eM We've 
heard in times past of such a language in 
use by lovers, but never expected to hear it 
put to such prosaic, practical use as discuss- 
ing the laws of electricity: and magnetism.

plained our fallüre by saying that Rowley 
fixed the lastrument for our experiments 
either by pushing down the spring in the box 
or by turning the screw of the sounder which 
stands in view on the table. We knew this 
statement was withont foundation, so far as 
our experiments with Rowley were cuncérn: 
ed. We had guarded carefully against auy 
tampering on his part. Upon repeating tho 
question for the third time as to whother the 
instrument would respond to our bands, Dr 
Sapp replied id the affirmative, and per- 
mitted a trial. We found no trouble In pro- 
ducing the same sounds as when under his 
handa.. The doctor then again sald he did 
not claim the thing was selentide, nor that 
the Morse alphabet was used, but that he 
could, read the sounds ag Lieked off under the 
manipulation of the spirit operator. "In 
that case," we responded, “you must have an 
alphabet which you can read, and which has 
been agreed upon between you and your op- 
erator.” “Yes, that la it,” hesitatingly replied 
the doctor, He then stepped to the wall aud 
took down a cabinet picture, the smiling 
face of a young woman, and sald, “This ls my 
spirit tglegrapher." “Was she a telegraph ope- 
rator in this life?” we asked."No,” be respond 
ed “but out of gratitude she has now taken up 
the work-of assisting me 4n this method of 
communication.” During the Interview tho 
doctor attempted to explain hia alphabet, 
He got no farther than t-h e, the; and this 
was given in the Morse alphabet, in our 
opinion. He spparently has laboriously 
mastered a yum of the Morse system. 
On the next dayſwe procured a dial scale 
such as 1s in commbn household use, marked 
to welgh twelve pounds; this was first taken 
to Rowley's office and he was asked to put his 


instrument thereon and work it while ld 


on To this he readily consented, 
vidently wajte in the dark as to our 
. Adjusting the scalé so that the 
- face was toward us and wholly out of 
Rowley’s ‘view, we asked him to put the box 
containing his instrament thereon. We found 
it weighed two pounds. Then Rowley, rest- 


ing his elbow on the table, lightly touched 


with three Angora the upper left band corner 
of the frame of the slate cover of the box. 
Instantly the pointer indicated lesa welght, 
and after vibrating a few seconds it turned 
back two points and remained stationary, 
indicating a weight of ond pound and four- 
teen ounces. As.the welght would naturally 
have been Increased slightly when the Un- 
gers rested on the cover we were surprised 
at tho decrease, but sald nothing to Rowley 
of the story the .pointer was telling until 
thoroughly satisfied by repeated experimenta 
that although the welght. was actually in- 
creased, the pressure on the scale spring was 
decreased. (The philosophy of this seeming 
contravention ot natural law will appear in 
the series of papers spoken of in another 
column. Farther experiments with scales 
and balances will then be given.) “How is 
thia?" ticked out the sounder, and at once we 
proceeded to converse with an intelligence 
which assumes the name of Dre Wells.” In 
reply to questions, be gave answers on mat- 
ters of science which we.are entirely sure 
were far beyond the knowledge and capabill- 
tles of the thediam. Whenever the sounder 
ticked, the poluter on the dial scale respond: 
edso thata telegrapher—as we afterwards 
learned—could read the message by the vi- 
bratlons, “Why not try Dr. Sapp with the 
scale?” ticked ont the instrument. Least- 
wise this was what Rowley declared it sald, 
and his manner, evident surprise and amuse- 
ment at the message, were certainly not 
felgued. 

We adopted the suggestion and In company 
with Mr. George Howe, a well known citizen, 
called on Dr. Sapp and after some pre- 
liminary conversation proposed the experi. 
ment, to which he readily consented, though 
like Rowley he seemed to hare no conception 
of the object of the trial. On putting his 
box upon the scale, It was found to weigh 
exactly the same ds Rowley’s; but of this we 
only made a silent note. The doctor's 
brawny hands came gently down upon the 
slate cover, and’ away bounded the pointer 
on tbe geale. With three skips and a jump it 
reaclied the twelve poand mark, and stili no 
response from Annie Kerr; then with a bop the 
pointer went s pound and six ounces further 
—which was as far as the spring of the scale 
would mark the pressure—and Annie ticked 
off in original short hand, “Wo are glad to

band and brain, of the living and the dead, 
converted Into ugefal property aud posses: 
sions, such as productive lands, houses, 
goods, money, knowledge, etc. they would 
seo that the progress of civilization consists 
malply lu the, accumulation of capital, or 
of those products of physical and intellec- 
tual work and\whicb, Increased and be- 
queathed onward from generation to gener- 
ation, distingalsh civilized from savage life, 
and are absolutely essential (o progress in 
the future as they have been in the past.

will lessenthe monstrous contrast of poverty 
and wealth,of wretehedpees and happiness, of 
wantand excess, of knowledge and Ignorance, 
which are presented by our present social 
state; and which seem, from an enlightened 
point of view, to make ourjciaims and preten- 
sions to a high civilization little less than 
mockery. With an equitable distribution of the 
products of labor, much of the evil that now 
confronts us would soon disappear. 

When penetrating beneath the surface, 
and inquiring into the underlylog causes of 
these inequalities, wo do not find that they 
consist entirely in the Improvidence, intem- 
perance and idleness of the many, aud the 
superior wisdom and virtue of the few. When, 
for instance, we consider that the value of 
property Is enormously increased by increase 
of population and by tho rise of industrial 
and other conditions, and that the increase of 
value is the result of the aggregate activity 
of the population, It ts evident that the great 
advantages resulting from the.change be- 
longs, In justice, to the many and not toa 
comparatively few individuals, to whom un- 
der the present system, they chiefly gotoen- 
rich. This point, with many others that can- 
notbe mentioned here, must recelve the at- 
tention of our legislators when the “work- 
ing classes“ become educated beyond mere 
opposition to capital, when they cease to ac- 
cept blatherskiteg for leaders, and acquire 
the wisdom to elect to office men of brains 
enough to see what is needed, and honesty 
enough to act 

These su ions, to some, will seem rad- 
ical and even revolutionary, for wealth 
is naturally conservative and is averse to 
change; bat the march of human progress la 
over the cherished convictions and fancied 
interests of those who, like the ancient king 
Canute, unavailingly bade the waves to come 
thus far and no farther. x 

The principle of competition fandamen- 
tally operative In the process of evolution 
from the beginning, cannot be excluded now, 
but as the brote na of man fs reduced 
and the moral and spiritual side of his belag 
becomes more and more in the ascendant, 
the merely animal and selfish elements must 
be eliminated, &nd tho "struggle" and "com- 
petition" will be in the higher humanities, 
and In more effective methods for realizing 
in the outer world the visions of the inner 
world, the human mind and heart? As Dar-
